The inventions set forth in claims 1 to 11 do not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1 to 3 
cited in the international search report and newly cited 
document 4. Document 1 sets forth a multi-layer molding 
die and a flat die provided with rotating bodies which are 
rot at ably provided between a cavity portion and a 
discharge port (claims 1 and 11) . Document 1 also 
indicates that the rotational frequency of the revolving 
bodies is controlled (claim 2) ; the rotating bodies have 
protruding pieces (claim 8) ; the aforementioned die is 
used to mold into sheet-form, film-form and plate-form 
(claim 13) ; and irregularly shaped objects are molded 
(claim 14) . 

Moreover, document 3 indicates that the moldings 
discharged from the discharge portion are molded into a 
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predetermined shape. 

The invention set forth in document 1 does not 
relate to foam-forming techniques. However, with regard to 
foam- forming techniques, as described in document 2 
(paragraph [0003] ) , it is a known problem to stabilize the 
rate of discharge. It would therefore be easy for a person 
skilled in the art to apply the f oam-f orming technique 
described in document 2 to the invention set forth n 
document 1 . 

Moreover, disposing two rotating bodies at the end 
of a die, and constituting the invention in such a manner 
that molten resin is discharged from the gap therebetween, 
is a known technique, as described in document 4, for 
example .
